If  you  carry  out  these 
instructions  your  plants  should  grow  and  be  a source  of  lasting  pleasure. 


PLANTING  is  a very  simple  operation,  but  the  way  you  carry  out  the  fundamentals  means  success  or  failure.  Remember 
that  all  plants  are  living  organisms.  They  need  air,  food  and  water.  They  receive  their  food  and  strength  from  the 
ground  through  their  roots — the  most  delicate  part  of  the  plants.  Be  sure  the  roots  are  not  damaged,  or  your  plant  is  as 
good  as  dead  before  you  start.  Drying  out  of  the  roots  is  the  thing  to  avoid.  Little  Tree  Farms  digs  a ball  of  earth  with  its 
larger  evergreens  to  prevent  drying  out.  The  roots  on  smaller  plants  are  much  easier  to  protect ; they  are  safely  shipped 
with  their  roots  in  wet  packing  material. 

Little  Tree  Farms  stock  is  properly  packed  for  shipment  by  the  most  approved  methods  gained  by  many  years  of  ex- 
perience. Stock  leaves  us  freshly  dug  and  properly  packed.  Your  plants  should  reach  you  in  excellent  condition. 

After  you  have  received  good  nursery  stock  there  are  three  very  important  things  that  must  be  done  to  make  your  plant- 
ing a success : 

1.  Proper  soil  preparation.  2.  Correct  placing  of  plants  in  the  soil.  3.  After  care:  Pruning,  mulching,  fertilizing, 
watering,  etc. 

These  three  points  will  be  discussed  for  various  types  of  plants  in  the  instructions  below. 


EVERGREENS 

Soil  preparation.  Evergreens  as  a whole 
prefer  a sandy  loam  rich  in  humus  (decayed 
vegetable  matter)  and  porous  enough  to  per- 
mit good  drainage.  Clay  or  heavy  soils  should 
be  lightened  by  mixing  in  sand  and  well 
rotted  manure  containing  a good  deal  of 
straw.  Extremely  sandy  soils  may  be  im- 
proved by  adding  some  clay  or  heavy  loam 
and  well  rotted  manure.  Wherever  it  is 
possible,  prepare  the  soil,  but  if  this  can’t  be 
done,  select  the  plant  that  will  grow  best  under 
your  conditions.  (See  lists  on  page  26,  Year 
Book  36.) 

If  the  plants  are  to  be  arranged  in  groups, 
as  they  often  are  around  the  foundation  of  a 
house,  and  the  soil  is  fairly  good,  it  is  well  to 
prepare  the  entire  area  to  be  planted.  This  is 
done  by  digging  to  a depth  of  18  inches  and 
thoroughly  turning  over  the  soil,  removing 
roots,  stones,  and  other  objectionable  matter. 
Very  frequently  we  find  that  contractors  use 
rubbish  of  all  kinds  for  filling  around  the 
foundations  of  new  houses.  This  rubbish,  and 
especially  plaster,  is  harmful  to  the  plants  and 
must  be  removed.  If  a soil  is  poor  it  is  a wise 
investment  to  remove  it  and  have  good  soil 
hauled  in.  Your  plants  will  then  have  not 
only  a much  better  chance  to  live,  but  will 


have  food  for  years  to  come.  A healthy  plant 
is  a joy,  but  a sickly  plant  is  worse  than  none. 

If  it  is  difficult  for  you  to  get  well  rotted 
stable  manure,  sheep  manure,  which  we  can 
supply  at  reasonable  prices,  is  a good  sub- 
stitute. Use  about  one-half  pound  of  sheep 
manure  for  each  square  foot.  Never  use  fresh 
manure,  lime  or  chemical  fertilizer. 

Little  Tree  Farms  quality  evergreens  are 
usually  shipped  “B  & B”  (roots  in  ball  of 
burlap-tied  earth). 

Unpack  promptly  upon  arrival.  If  balls  of 
earth  appear  somewhat  dry,  stand  the  plants 
close  together  and  water  until  balls  have  be- 
come thoroughly  wet  (figure  1).  If  planting 
cannot  be  done  within  a few  hours,  dig  a 


trench,  in  which  place  the  ball  of  earth  with 
burlap  and  cover  over  with  severed  inches  of 
soil  to  exclude  the  air  (figure  2).  Soak  the 
trench  thoroughly  afterward.  Plants  can  be 
held  a week  or  more  this  way  if  placed  where 
it  is  cool  and  away  from  sun  and  drying  winds. 
If  the  plants  are  bare  rooted,  dip  the  roots  in 
a thick  paste  of  mud  and  water  (figure  3)  and 
plant  temporarily  (called  heeling-in)  by  plac-

ing  them  closely  together  at  an  angle,  their 
roots  in  a trench,  and  cover  these  with  soil  to 
exclude  the  air.  Water  thoroughly. 

To  plant  “B  & B”  evergreens,  dig  a hole 
2 or  3 times  the  size  of  the  ball  of  earth.  Refill 
the  hole  with  good  loam  until  it  is  just  large 
enough  to  take  the  ball.  Place  the  Burlapped 
ball  in  the  hole,  cut  the  strings  and  carefully 
remove  the  burlap  (figure  4)  preserving  the 
ball.  Shovel  in  some  good  loam  and  pack 
firmly  around  the  ball  with  a tamper,  or  your 
foot,  as  in  (figure  5).  Do  this  several  times, 
until  the  hole  is  two-thirds  full.  Then  fill  the 
hole  with  water,  allowing  it  to  settle.  Refill 
several  times  (figure  6).  Now  fill  the  hole  with 
soil,  leaving  it  saucer-shaped  so  that  the 
water  will  collect  around  the  plant  and  not 
run  away. 

Bare  rooted  plants  are  planted  the  same 
as  above,  except  that  the  roots  are  to  be 
spread  out  and  downwards  as  much  as 
possible. 

After  Care.  Water  the  ground  thoroughly  so 
that  the  water  reaches  the  bottom  roots.  Merely 
sprinkling  the  foliage  or  soil  is  worse  than 
no  water  at  all.  Thorough  watering  twice  a 
week  is  usually  sufficient,  but  this  depends  on 
weather  and  other  conditions.  After  watering 
stir  the  soil  to  a depth  of  one  inch  as  this 
preserves  the  moisture. 

In  late  fall  it  is  well  to  cover  the  ground 
around  the  plants  with  a mulch  of  two  or  three 
inches  of  well  rotted  stable  manure.  Sheep 
manure  may  be  used  at  the  rate  of  one  pound 
for  each  five  square  feet.  The  manure  should 
be  allowed  to  remain  over  the  winter. 


Where  it  is  desired  to  keep  plants  small  ibis 
necessary  to  “root  prune.”  This  is  done  by 
pushing  a spade  its  entire  depth  into  the  soil 
in  a circle  around  the  plant.  The  size  of  this 
circle  should  be  determined  by  the  spread  of 
the  branches.  The  finer  foliaged  plants  should 
be  sheared  and  the  coarser  foliaged  plants, 
such  as  Pines  and  Spruces,  pruned  with  a 
knife.  This  root  pruning  with  the  shearing 
makes  it  possible  to  keep  plants  low  and  com- 
pact for  a long  time.  The  best  time  to  shear  or 
prune  is  in  June,  but  it  may  be  done  at  any 
time. 

SHADE  AND  FLOWERING 
TREES  AND  SHRUBS 

Soil  preparation.  Same  as  for  Evergreens. 

Unpack  promptly,  and  if  not  possible  to 
plant  immediately,  ‘‘heel  in”  by  placing  the 
trees  closely  together,  roots  in  a trench,  and 
covering  over  the  roots  to  exclude  the  air. 
See  figure  2.  This  “heeling  in”  should  be  done 
in  a cool  place  out  of  sun  and  drying  winds. 
Water,  if  dry. 

Planting.  Dig  a hole  2 or  3 times  the  size 
of  the  spread  of  the  roots  and  refill  with 
several  inches  of  loose  soil,  making  a cone- 
shape  mound,  so  that  when  the  tree  or  shrub 
is  put  on  top  of  it,  the  roots  will  have  a

tendency  to  run  down  the  side.  Then  coyer 
the  roots  with  several  inches  of  soil,  packing 
firmly  with  a tamper,  or  foot,  as  in  figure  5. 
Fill  hole  two-thirds  full.  Fill  hole  several  times 
with  water,  letting  it  settle  each  time.  Now 
fill  the  remaining  cavity  with  soil  so  that  the 
hole  is  somewhat  saucer  shaped;  water  will 
have  the  tendency  to  collect  around  the  plant 
and  not  run  away. 

If  trees  are  large  and  are  likely  to  move  in 
wind,  they  should  be  braced  with  guy  wires  or 
supported  by  driving  in  a stout  stake  along- 
side of  the  stem,  and  the  two  tied  with  old 
hose  or  leather  strap  to  prevent  chafing.  The 
tops  of  deciduous  trees  and  shrubs  should  be 
pruned  after  planting.  This  means  cutting  out 


interfering  branches  and  about  one-third  of 
the  previous  year’s  growth. 

FOREST  PLANTING 

In  planting  large  quantities  of  young  trees, 
it  is  impractical  to  prepare  the  soil  or  to  water 
them  afterwards.  One  must  depend  on  plant- 
ing in  moist  soils  at  a suitable  season  and  on 
the  vigor  of  the  plant  and  suitability  to  con- 
ditions. Little  Tree  Farms  plants  have  great 
vitality  and  splendid  roots  and  such  are  most 
sure  to  take  care  of  themselves  after  proper 
planting. 

ROSES 

Soil  preparation  for  roses  is  a very  im- 
portant and  necessary  factor  in  their  success. 
Prepare  the  bed  by  digging  to  a depth  of  18 
inches.  If  the  soil  is  good  just  work  into  it 
about  one-third  its  bulk  of  well  rotted  manure 
(cow  manure  is  preferred  though  horse  man- 
ure is  nearly  as  good).  Have  soil  and  manure 
thoroughly  mixed.  Roses  prefer  a heavy  soil, 
though  a light  one  will  suffice  if  properly  en- 
riched each  spring. 

Roses  require  much  moisture  but  will  not 
stand  “wet  feet,”  or  standing  water.  If  water 
does  not  drain  through  the  soil  readily,  some 
means  of  drainage  is  necessary. 

Unpack  promptly.  Upon  arrival  take  the 
rose  plants  out  of  the  boxes  and  “heel  in,” 
placing  the  plants  closely  together  in  a slant- 
ing position  in  a trench  and  cover  over  roots 
well  with  soil  to  exclude  air.  Water  thoroughly. 
Take  out  but  a few  plants  at  a time. 

When  planting,  be  sure  the  roots  do  not 
become  dry.  Be  sure  that  the  roots  are  well 
spread  out  and  the  soil  is  firmly  packed  around 
each  plant  to  exclude  the  air.  Plant  about  two 
inches  deeper  than  “the  crown.”  (This  is 
where  the  first  branches  rise.)  This  is  very 
important.  Water  thoroughly. 

Plant  Hybrid  Perpetuals,  to  3 feet 
apart;  Hybrid  Teas,  to  2 feet  apart; 
Ramblers,  5 to  6 feet;  Rugosa  Roses  for  hedge, 
1 y2  feet;  Wild  roses,  2 feet  apart. 

After  care.  During  the  growing  season 
keep  a good  mulch  by  stirring  the  top  soil  to  a 
depth  of  an  inch  or  so,  and  in  dry  weather 
water  so  that  the  bottom  roots  are  reached.

If  plants  become  infected  with  lice  or  aphis, 
spray  with  Black  Leaf  Forty;  if  attacked  by 
the  rose  bug,  use  Melrosine.  See  page  63. 
Instructions  for  use  come  with  each  package. 

Protect  Hybrid  Perpetuals  and  Hybrid 
Teas  during  the  winter  by  heaping  up  soil 
around  them  so  that  6 to  8 inches  of  the  stems 
are  buried. 

Tops  should  be  pruned  back  so  that  only 
3 to  4 strong  branches  remain  and  only  4 to  6 
“eyes”  on  each  branch. 


PERENNIALS 

Soil  preparation.  Select  a rich  somewhat 
moist  soil,  in  good  light.  Prepare  the  bed  by 
digging  to  a depth  of  18  inches,  working  in  a 
liberal  quantity  of  well  rotted  manure. 
Arrange  the  plants  according  to  their  heights 


and  color  combinations.  Plant  enough  kinds 
to  provide  continuous  bloom  from  spring  to 
fall.  Avoid  too  striking  color  contrasts.  Do 
not,  as  a rule,  set  plants  singly,  but  rather  five 
or  more  of  a kind  together.  A much  richer 
effect  is  gained  this  way  and  a longer  season  of 
bloom. 

Planting.  The  average  distance  between 
plants  is  usually  about  a foot.  The  plants 
which  grow  three  feet  or  more  are  put  farther 
apart  and  the  very  low  growing  plants  closer 
together.  Spring  and  fall  are  good  planting 
seasons.  April  and  May,  September  and 
October  are  the  best  months. 

After  Care.  Keep  plants  well  mulched  and 
watered  during  the  summer.  In  the  winter  it

is  well  to  cover  the  beds  with  about  two  inches 
of  coarse  straw.  This  is  put  on  after  the  ground 
has  frozen  and  prevents  the  alternate  freezing 
and  thawing  which  is  detrimental  to  the 
plants.  Fertilize  the  beds  each  spring  by 
working  well  rotted  manure  or  sheep  manure 
into  the  surface  soil. 

PEONIES 

Soil  Preparation.  To  secure  the  best  and 
biggest  blooms  from  your  Peonies  the  soil 
should  be  well  prepared  in  advance  of  plant- 
ing. Any  good  soil  will  do  if  the  bed  is  dug  to  a 
depth  of  18  inches  and  five  or  six  inches  of 
well  rotted  cow  manure  put  on  the  bottom. 
This  manure  should  be  covered  with  four 
inches  of  soil  to  prevent  direct  contact  of  the 
manure  and  roots.  Mix  about  10  per  cent  of 
well  rotted  manure  or  leaf  mould  with  the  rest 
of  the  soil  and  plant  the  Peonies. 

Planting.  Peonies  are  best  planted  in  early 
spring  or  during  September  and  October. 

Plant  the  “roots”  about  three  inches  under 
the  surface  and  2 to  3 feet  apart.  This  gives 
them  room  to  develop.  Peonies  are  extremely 
hardy  and  need  no  protection  after  the  first 
winter. 

After  Care.  When  the  ground  becomes 
workable  in  the  spring  dig  the  soil  around  the 
plants  to  a depth  of  an  inch  or  two  and  work 
in  some  well  rotted  manure  or  bone  mead 
taking  care  to  keep  the  fertilizer  away  from 
the  crown.  Peonies  like  a lot  of  moisture  and 
after  the  buds  have  formed  an  application  of 
liquid  manure  once  a week  will  produce  larger 
and  more  brilliant  blossoms.  To  get  large 
flowers  pick  off  the  lateral  buds  and  thus 
throw  the  strength  into  the  top  buds. 

DAHLIAS 

Soil  Preparation.  Dahlias  like  a porous 
soil  with  plenty  of  food  material  in  it.  Sunny 
or  partially  shaded  locations  are  best.  No 
matter  what  the  soil  is  plants  are  benfitted  if 
the  soil  is  dug  to  the  depth  of  a foot  or  more 
and  well  rotted  cow  or  horse  manure  worked 
in.  Be  sure  the  soil  and  manure  are  well 
mixed. 

Planting.  When  planting  dig  a hole  six 
inches  deep  place  the  tuber  flat  (eye  facing 


upward)  and  cover  with  an  inch  or  so  of  soil 
mixed  with  two  handfuls  of  fertilizer.  A 
mixture  composed  of  good  chemical  potato 
fertilizer  and  ground  bone  meal  in  equal  por- 
tions is  best.  Be  sure  no  chemical  fertilizer,  or 
manure  comes  in  direct  contact  with  the 
tubers  as  this  may  burn  them.  After  the  plant 
is  up  about  three  feet  hoe  into  the  soil  a 
handful  of  fertilizer  every  three  weeks. 

Dahlias  should  not  be  planted  until  all 
danger  of  frost  is  over. 

After  Care.  Frequent  cultivation  is  essen- 
tial until  the  plants  flower.  Cultivation  should 
then  be  stopped  for  at  this  time  there  is  dan- 
ger of  cutting  the  new  roots.  When  the  first 
shoots  of  the  Dahlias  appear  above  ground 
there  is  some  danger  from  cut-worms.  An 
application  of  arsenate  of  lead  is  effective. 
(Directions  for  use  are  found  on  package.) 
Prices  on  page  63. 

Plants  should  be  staked  to  prevent  tender 
stems  from  breaking.  Place  stakes  when  tuber 
is  planted.  To  produce  very  large  flowers  it  is 
necessary  to  disbud  the  plant.  This  is  done  by 
removing  some  or  all  of  the  buds  except  the 
terminal  one.  If  the  plant  seems  over-foliaged 
some  of  the  foliage  may  be  removed  with  a 
sharp  knife. 

Dahlias  need  a generous  supply  of  water. 
Soak  the  ground  thoroughly  once  a week  and 
then  mulch. 

After  the  stems  and  leaves  have  burned 
brown,  as  they  do  when  the  first  frost  comes, 
it  is  time  to  dig  the  tubers  for  storage.  Dig  as 
you  would,  potatoes,  but  be  careful  that  you 
do  not  break  them  apart.  Cut  off  the  stems 
three  inches  above  the  tubers  and  then  place 
the  tubers  in  the  sun  for  an  hour  or  two. 
Tubers  should  then  be  packed  up-side-down 
in  boxes  so  that  excess  moisture  may  drain 
out  of  the  hollow  stem.  Keep  in  a cool 
frost  proof  place. 

A temperature  of  about  45  degrees  is  good. 

Do  not  divide  your  tubers  until  spring. 
Then  with  a sharp  knife  remove  each  tuber 
by  cutting  it  from  the  old  stalk  leaving  that 
part  of  the  stalk  which  has  an  eye  or  sprout 
connected  with  the  tuber.  The  new  plant 
starts  its  growth  at  this  eye  so  a tuber  without 
an  eye  is  worthless.

GLADIOLI 

Soil  Preparation.  “Glads,”  like  most 
plants  respond  best  to  a good  loam  soil  with 
plenty  of  nourishment.  You  will  be  amply  re- 
paid in  blossoms  if  you  feed  your  plants. 

Planting.  Plant  bulbs  four  inches  deep  in 
heavy  soil  and  five  to  six  inches  deep  in  lighter 
soils.  Thoroughly  pulverize  the  soil  working  in 
well  rotted  stable  manure.  A little  fertilizer 
or  bone  meal  is  also  helpful. 

To  secure  a succession  of  bloom  plant  a new 
lot  of  bulbs  every  ten  days  from  the  middle  of 
April  till  the  end  of  June. 

After  Care.  In  fall  when  stems  have  turned 
brown  dig  and  store  away  in  a cool  place  for 
six  weeks.  At  this  time  tops  should  be  cut  off 
and  the  bulbs  stored  in  a cool  place,  away 
from  frost  and  drying  heat,  until  spring.
